We  wish  we  might  have  the  pleasure  of  showing  each  one  who  receives  this  catalog,  through  our  acres  of 
Peonies.  Possibly  you  were  one  of  the  many  welcome  visitors,  who,  the  past  season,  were  thrilled  with  the  sight 
of  thousands  of  gorgeous  blooms  in  one  large  field — and  then  marveled  at  the  individual  beauty  of  such  creations 
as  Primevere,  Reine  Hortense,  Sarah  Bernhardt,  Solange  and  Therese. 

We  nave  studied  this  stock  very  carefully  and  have  eliminated  all  varieties  of  questionable  value,  which 
gives  us  an  extraordinarily  high-class  collection  and  assures  you  a  well  worth  while  Peony,  no  matter  which 
one  you  may  select.  Note  the  general  high  rating  throughout  the  list. 

If  June  had  done  nothing  but  give  us  Roses,  it  would  have  been  enough  to  have  immortalized  it  as  the 
Flower  Month.  But  Nature  is  lavish  of  her  gifts  to  the  limit  of  prodigality.  It  would  take  more  than  a  page 
to  even  mention  the  names  of  the  flowers  that  bloom  in  June,  and  it  is  our  purpose  here  to  mention  but  one. 

The  Peony  is  a  close  rival  of  the  Rose,  either  for  planting  or  for  cutting.  Its  iron-clad  hardiness,  adaptability 
to  varying  soil  and  locations,  its  wealth  of  bloom,  richness  of  fragrance,  and  variety  of  color,  all  go  to  make  it  a 
general  favorite.  So  we  find  it  in  a  single  clump  by  the  cottage  door  or  in  pleasing  variety  in  the  flower  garden; 
in  costly  and  rare  varieties  in  the  grounds  of  the  collector,  and  in  extensive  plantings  in  parks  and  in  the  grounds 
of  the  wealthy. 

The  plant  we  send  out  is  a  strong,  healthy,  three-  to  five-eye  plant,  not  the  small  two-  to  three-eye  division 
often  sold  and  which  we  believe  is  too  small  to  give  satisfaction.  Our  plants  will  often  throw  one  or  two  good 
blooms  the  first  season. 

For  more  immediate  effect,  we  advise  the  five-  to  nine-eye,  three  year  clump. 

September  and  October  are  the  best  months  in  which  to  plant  Peonies,  although  they  are  planted  fairly  satis¬ 
factorily  in  March  or  early  April.  In  planting,  cover  the  “eyes”  with  about  two  inches  of  soil  and  use  a  slight 
mulch.  Too  deep  planting  is  the  cause  of  many  Peonies  not  blooming.  Fertilize  with  bonemeal  and  wood  ashes. 

The  figure  on  the  margin  is  the  rating  given  by  the  Peony  Society,  using  ten  (10)  as  a  perfect  Peony.

Shrubs  may  be  most  effectively  used,  grouped  about  the  foundation  of  the  building  or  along  the  border  of 
the  lot,  walks  and  drives. 

Following  the  description  of  each  variety,  we  have  given  the  approximate  height,  under  average  conditions, 
of  the  plant  at  maturity.  The  distances  apart  to  plant  shrubs  should  be  the  same  as  the  height  in  low  spreading 
shrubs,  three-fourths  of  the  height  with  shrubs  of  medium  spread  and  one-half  the  height  with  tall  or  pyramidal 
growing  shrubs.
